Do you see the dilemma? Or 
do you propose to staff a 
statistician’s position with, for 
example, an English professor 
just because such a professor 
is available at the stated 
salary 9 I do not believe you 
propose such a solution, but it 
appears to be the only feasible 
one if you decide you want to 
create equity by “leveling ” 
And you will need to “level” 
salary differentials should you 
choose to deal with monetary 
inequities, given limited 
budgets And there remains 
the sticky point of merit Some 
work harder In a given time 
span, some work longer hours, 
some work with greater zeal, 
some care more. some...Do 
you propose to level work 
loads by reducing hours on the 
job. reducing the student ad¬ 
vising load, eliminating a de 
mand to publish, or do public 
service work, or to give 
speeches, to eliminate com¬ 
mittee work, and so on? That 
will require more personnel to 
do a given job, and that will re¬ 
quire more budget, and. well, 
back to the drawing board

This dream has been shared 
by many since the dawn of 
civilization But some have 
tried to bring it about by try 
mg to set up one nation as lord 
of all others, while others have 
gone to the other extreme For 
these the individual national 
differences have no right to 
exist The whole human race 
must be repoured Into the 
same mold 

What a drab world it would 
be If either of these reformers

During the summer I had a 
chance to experience a ge 
nuine Internationality without 
any of the people involved giv¬ 
ing up any of their national 
characteristics In a period of 
80 days I visited England, 
Ireland. Germany. Austria, 
Italy. France. Iran. Israel. 
Hong Kong. Australia. New 
Guinea. Japan and USA I 
think I would have to add only 
an eskimo and a Zulu to make 
a complete collection, but cer¬ 
tainly my course took me 


through a variety of nations 
Yet in all I experienced a com 
mon bond and unity with the 
people in them even though we 
were all complete strangers, 
sometimes with not even s 
common language This unity 
came from the fact that we 
were all of the same Catholic 
religion and over and above 
this many of us were members 
of the same world wide Mis 
sionary organization 

As a Catholic priest 1 was 
always struck by the feeling of 
at home” I had whenever I 
joined a group of Catholics 
whether at prayer or at play, 
be they English. German. 
Italian or Japanese Very 
often there wasn't much ver 
bal communication, but the 
warmth of the smiles ex¬ 
changed a lot of belonging 
This open hearted reception 
was more to be expected in the 
various houses of our Mis¬ 
sionary organization, but I 
was still overwhelmed by Its 
genuineness.

■ The favorite mood altering 
drug of almost every so¬ 
ciety—primitive or devel¬ 
oped -is alcohol Annual per 
Capita consumption in the 
linited States is something 
more than the equivalent of 
Eve gallons of 100 proof liquor 

Since only half Ihe popula¬ 
tion indulges, drinkers ac 
tually consume twice that 
amount, or the equivalent of 
the alcohol in lOgallonsof hard 
liquor Broken down, this rep¬ 
resents 2 6 gallons of whiskey. 
26 tigallons of beer and2 legal 
Ions of wine per consumer per 
year 

Rising alcohol consump¬ 
tion has been paralleled by ris¬ 
ing rates of cirrhosis oi the 
liver By 1974 this disease had 
climbed to seventh place in 
leading causes of death In a 
lew urban areas like New York 
City it is Ihe third most fre 
quenl cause of death between 
the ages of 25 and 65 

Only one oul of 10 heavy 
drinkers develops the scarred 
liver and severe complica¬ 
tions of cirrhosis Why some 
and not others are vulnerable 
to Ihe disease is not know n Bui 
liver changes probably occur 
in all habitual heavy drinkers 
Research with experimental 
subjects has shown that fouror 
five drinks daily for several 
weeks result in accumulations 
o( fal in liver cells This early 
stage of fatly liver" is com¬ 
pletely reversible with ah 
st memo 

Some drinkers go on In a 
more serious form of liver in 
jury called alcoholic hepatitis, 
in which decreased liver (unc 
tion leads lo inflammation and 
death of liver cells Again, re¬ 
generation of the liver is pos 
sihle ii Ihe victim slops drink 
mg before the final stage of cir¬ 
rhosis 

Liver damage is common in 
heavy drinkers because alco 
hoi stresses this organ which 
mpsl detoxify all substances 
foreign to Ihe body But the 
body s economy is also taxed in 
other ways 

Ixiw blood sugar, or hypo 
glyeemia and high blood 
levels of uric acid can be com¬ 


plications of high alcohol con¬ 
sumption Elevated uric acid 
levels (rigger or aggravate at¬ 
tacks of gout, a painful arth¬ 
ritic-type disease. 

Inflammation of the stom¬ 
ach, pancreas and intestines 
hy alcohol can prevent proper 
digestion and absorption of 
food Many alcoholics suffer 
repeated episodes of heart¬ 
burn. nausea, abdominal pains 
and vomiting 



One of the breakdown pro¬ 
ducts of alcohol can impair ef- 
Itcieni use of vitamins by the 
body This effect contributes to 
alcoholic malnutrition, mal¬ 
nutrition itself can further im 
pair liver function, and a vic¬ 
ious circle continues

Heavy alcohol use inter¬ 
feres with the production of 
while blood cells that fight dis¬ 
ease The heavy drinker is es¬ 
pecially susceptible to res¬ 
piratory and other infections 
Red blood cell production can 
also be depressed, causing 
anemia 

In men. signs of feminiza 
tion sometimes occur both 
early and later in the course of 
chronic alcoholism These 
changes include sterility, 
breast enlargement and 
changes in the distribution of 
body fat and hair Declining 
sexual function and impotence 
also may be associated with 
alcoholism 

There may be two reasons 
1 for these effects Changes in 
liver function may increase 
conversion of certain steroids 
to estrogen-type substances 
(Estrogen is the female hor¬ 
mone ) Also, in a recent study, 
alcohol had a direct effect on 
the testes to decrease produc 
tion of testosterone, the male 
hormone 

Whether there are changes 
in female sexuality with alco¬ 
hol overuse is not known, but it 
is reasonable to speculate that 
there may be subtle hormonal 
effects in women also 


If Jesus were to return 
today, would you be ready?

UTM economist predicts 
financial outlook for ‘79

Dr. William H. Baker, dean 
of the school of business ad¬ 
ministration. spoke Jan. 16 at 
the UTM Open Forum about 
the Economic outlook for 1979 

"The federal defecit is going 
to be around 939 billion in 
1979 -not $30 billion as 
President Carter predicted," 
Baker stated. “You can ex¬ 
pect gasoline to rise 
dramatically in price in the 
next few months.’’ 

”1 suspect that we will be 
living with six percent 
unemployment for a long 
time," Baker said. "We are 
importing more than we are 
exporting...Our country is 
resource poor because we 
have wasted our resources." 

Dr. Baker speculated that 
the prime interest rate which 


economics accounting, and 
statistics, joined the UTM 
staff in 1952. 

"Dr. Baker is a highly 
regarded economist 
throughout this part of the 
South,” Walter Haden, 
chairman of Open Forum, 
stated.

Baker alleged that we are 
going into a recession right 
now He predicted that 
Congress will not pass the 
National Health Bill and that 
Congress would be very 
conservative in 1979 

“I do foresee that 1980 will 
be a better year,” Baker 
declared.

Wear a flotation device and 
follow the rules of boating 
safely at all times! 

Let me say that the 
Mississippi is no place for 
beginners If you have never 
been on the river, don't go 
unlkss you're with someone 
that has had a lot of ex 
perlence on the Mississippi 
Accidents can and do hap¬ 
pen everywhere. There will 
always be that person who 
doesn’t make It back. But. if 
you're extra careful and use 
common sense. I think you'll 
find Old Man River to be one 
of the finest hunting and 
fishing places around.

Whether you scribble lyrics 
in a boring class or write love 
poems to your sweetheart, it is 
evident that h there ia is the 
touch of the poet in us all 
However, some want too see 
tlieir work prove profitable 
Then the problem is turning 
that touch of the poet into the 
feel of money. 

To have poetry published a 
lierson needs to know three 
things how to write a poem 
where to submit it for 
publication, and the proper 
(orm to use in submitting it 

The first thing must either 
come naturally or. usually, be 
cultivated through long hours 
of practice, reading poetry, or 
some type of poetry workshop 
The third point can be picked 
up m various poetry hand¬ 
books It is the second point 
i ha! is perhaps the most 
difficult 

’I .ere are more than 900 
places to send a poem for 
publication, some paying up to 
$5n for one good poem 
Unfortunately, there are 
untold numbers of would-be 
poets Irying to get poems 
published in these markets 


The best way to start is to 
get published for free Most 
colleges have regular literary 
publications that accept 
student submissions They 
iarely pay but you can see 
yourself in print, begin 
building a name for yourself, 
and massage your ego as well 
Uollege and local newspapers 
often publish poems by local 
lieople. 

College English depart 

ents, local literary clubs, 
and local papers often hold 
poetry contests These are 
good w ays to make a little side 
money and get some needed 
publicity If you don't win. 
nothing is hurt is hurt except 
your pride 

Afteryou have exhausted all 
free resources and feel ready 
lor I he bigger time, the next 
step is to submit your works to 
i he nearest poetry journal. 
You can usually find samples 
"f such journals in a city's 
bookstores. For example, the 
Headmore Bookstore in 
downtown Jackson carries 
everal poetry magazines 
such as the Old Hickory 
Poetry Quarterly, which 
encourages local patrons to 


submit. 

If all else fails, which is very 
IKissible when dealing with 
something as subjective as 
imelry. a good step is to 
publish your own works in a 
small booklet nr pamphlet of 
your own. These are not too 
expensive to publish and can 
be sold at no profit, sold as a 
■ iss. or even given away. It all 
de|iends on how badly you 
want others to see your works. 

Most bookstores w ill be glad 
h‘ sell oi especially give 
away. a well-made poetry 
booklet. Although it will cost 
m some money and will likely 
never lead to a fortune, it is 
publicity 

In the end a would-be poet 
should reah'i that very few 
writers support themselves by 
lioetry It is a pasttime suited 
more for personal and 
emotional rewards than 
'miietarv o> es 

Yet one e never can tell 
exactI) what might happen in 
the wild and unpredictable 
world of writing
